In 
19386 he returned to Scotland and spent seven 
months studying Rhododendrons in the Royal 
Botanic Garden in Edinburgh and other notable 
gardens in Great Britain.

Culiural Suggestions 


SOIL: Generally speaking, Rhodcdendrons require 
an acid soil that is well drained. A generous 
application of peat or well decayed leaves 
scattered on the bed before spading will 
provide a friable compost for the hair like 
roots and also assist in keeping the soil acid. 


PLANTING: Rhododendrons are essentially surface 

rooters, therefore, plant them so that the 
top of the root ball is barely one inch below 
the soil level. We feel safe in saying that 
90% of the cultural difficulties encountered 
are directly traceable to deep planting. 
Dig a hole several inches in excess of the 
ball’s depth and width, fill in around the ball 
with equal parts of peat and loam, tamp with 
a shovel handle to prevent undue settling 
and water thoroughly. In a heavy clay, we 
advise that the soil be removed to at least 
twice the diameter of the ball’s width and 
replaced with a silty loam. Planting may be 
carried out between the months of Septem- 
ber and April, but we strongly recommend 
that this operation be performed in the fall 
so that the plant has a chance to become es- 
tablished before the summer months. 


MULCHING: After planting, mulch with two or 
three inches of peat, decayed leaves, or dried 
fern. This mulch has a three fold purpose. 
1) It protects the roots from drying out. 
2) It helps conserve moisture during the 
summer heat. 8) It ultimately becomes a 
source of food available to the surface feed- 
ing roots. On well established specimens, a 
top dressing of decayed cow manure, applied 
before the fall rains, will be found bene- 
ficia): 


WATERING: The progenitors of most Rhododen- 
dron hybrids are native to regions where the 
humidity is relatively high so that during 
warm summer days the plants appreciate 
overhead sprinkling night and morning to 
reduce the evaporation rate on leaf surfaces. 
They imbibe water in quantity during the 
growing season, but overwatering is dis- 
astrous if the soil has been insufficiently 
lightened and water accumulates about the 
root system. The question of adequate drain- 
ege cannot be too strongly emphasized. A 


minimum of water is required during the 
dormant period which occurs in late fall. 


SHELTER: Partial shade and protection from cut- 
ting winds is essential. Good shade trees in- 
clude the following, pines, oaks, larch, 
larger magnolias and the flowering fruit 
trees. Dense overhead shade is not to be 
recommended because a certain amount of 
sunlight is necessary to ripen the wood in 
order that flower buds may be formed and 
also to prevent the plant from becoming 
leggy and drawn. 


AFTER FLOWERING: Remove all faded blooms 
from the plants to prevent the formation of 
seed pods. This will conserve the plant’s 
strength and help promote sturdy new 
growth.

Hardiness and Ratings 


Since the majority of hybrids listed were origi- 
nally created in Great Britain, we are almost entire- 
ly dependent upon the Year Books of the. British 
Rhododendron Association for information on hard- 
iness and desirability. We are hopeful that the 
American Rhododendron Society will be in a posi- 
tion to publish their own ratings within the very 
near future and, when this information is forth- 
coming, it will be used to determine the merits of 
hybrids under our own climatic conditions. The Ar- 
boretum Foundation, Seattle, Washington, in their 
excellent publication “The Handbook of Rhodo- 
dendrons,”’ has shown the way by conducting a sur- 
vey of the comparative hardiness of a wide range 
of hybrids. By combining their findings with our 
own experience in the nursery we have indicated 
what we consider to be an estimate of the hardi- 
ness of the hybrids listed in our catalogue. 


SYMBOLS: The asterisks (*) preceding the varietal 
name indicates the rating of the variety in 


question. 
(A) Hardy and will stand full exposure. 


(B) Hardy but requires partial shade for 
best results. 


(C) Hardy along the coast and in sheltered

SIZES: Inasmuch as there is a wide variation in 
growth and habit among the new hybrids, 
we have not stated sizes, but, in most cases, 
the plants will be from 8 to 12 inches in 
height, branched, and in a few instances, 
budded. Where one price is quoted, it is 
assumed that only one size is available. In 
cases where higher prices are quoted, it in- 
dicates that larger plants are available.

AZMA: (Griersonianum x Fortunei) Graceful 
trusses of trumpet shaped blossoms rem- 
iniscent of R. Griersonianum, but with 
larger flowers and an unusual shade of 
pink. Medium habit, late May. 


*** BORDE HILL: An excellent hybrid with at- 
tractive foliage, medium habit, and coni- 


cal trusses of brilliant red flowers in late 
May. 


*** DAIRYMAID: A. M. Possibly a campylocar- 
pum hybrid. Neat bushy habit with lemon 
yellow flowers flushed pink. 


CHINA: A. M. (Wightii x Fortunei) an ex-' 
cellent hybrid between two outstanding 
species. Vigorous grower with compact
